with 
little 
inclination 
tc 
sleep. 
A man has to train himself 
in Alaska and Yukon to go to bed 
with the sun shining high in the sky. 
Those who need darkness in order to 
slumber 
comfortably 
have 
to pin 
blankets over the windows and go to 
a great deal of extra trouble to pro­ 
duce it. 
It is said In the early days 
that the 
chickens 
that were first 
brought to the north in the summer 
time weut crazy for want of rest. 
They waited aud waited for the sun 
to set in order to know

to roost, and

’The scientific training of children— 
adapting 
education, 
mental 
and 
physical, to the individual—is a re­ 
form that is becoming more and more 
urgently needed. 
A step in tbe right 
direction has been made by 
1’rct. 
Alfied Binet, of tbe psychological 
laboratory at tbe Sorbonne, Paris. 
By a great number of measurements— 
including height, weight, width of 
shoulders, memory, 
attention, sug­ 
gestibility, 
the color 
sense, head- 
developmeut, strength of the baud 
etc.,—some 
tables have been pre­ 
pared showing tbe average develop­ 
ment for 
eacb 
age, and children 
differing much from tbe average are 
to be specially considered as abnor­ 
mal. 
The brilliant child is separated 
from the dull one, tbe nervous aud 
emotional from tbe calm and calcu­ 
lating.

the Mass­ 
achusetts 
General 
Hospital, where 
tbe proportion 
of 
these 
three is 
lowered by tbe rule excluding pul- 
monaty tuberculosis exuept tbiough 
mistake, 784 fever cases were investi­ 
gated, aud 586 pruved to be typhoid. 
54 tuberculosis aud 70 sepsis, making 
90 per cent of tbe whole, while of the 
long fevers not common there were 27 
cases of meningistis, 10 uf influenza, 
9 of acute rheumatism, 5 of leucemia, 
4 of cancer, and 19 of all others. 
Painstaking 
physicians should dis­ 
tinguish between the three common 
fevers, yet mistakes iu diagnosis are 
made—sometimes with fatal results. 
Typhoid is a general poisoning of the 
blood by bacteria, and is liable to be 
mistaken tor tuberculosis when in­ 
testinal symptoms are absent, as is 
sometimes 
the 
condition. 
Tuber­ 
culosis may 
exist 
without cough, 
when the patient may be shut up in a 
darkened room as a victim of typhoid 
—this beiDg the moist possible treat­ 
ment. 
Sepsis 
includes all blood- 
poisoning by pus, such as abscesses, 
wounds, appendicitis and all bidden 
ulcerations, and is most difficult to 
detect when arising from abscesses of 
the liver, as this organ has no nerves 
to signal trouble. 
To the modern 
educated physician there is no such 
thing as “ simple continued fever,” or 
“ slow fever,” or “ low fever,” oi 
“ bilious fever,” or “ ga3trio fever.” 
Tbe abundance and variety of ants 
is a striking feature of the animal 
life of 
tbe southern slope of the 
Himalayas. 
The snow line rises 6.500 
feet highei than in the Alps, aud Dr. 
Forel has recorded four species at a 
height ot 12,000 feet, while of 112 
species known in these mountains, 
not less than 50 are local, found only 
in tbe Himalayas. 
The novel watch for the blind in­ 
vented by George Meyer, a German 
watchmaker, is designed to supply a 
reliable timepiece at a much more 
moderate cost than any yet used by 
tbe sightless. 
The dial has au ordin­ 
ary minute hand, while the hours are 
indicated by twelve buttons iu relief, 
eacb button sinking into tbe dial in 
turn with the passage of the hours. 
To find tbe time, tbe fingers are pass­ 
ed over the dial, when tbe depressed 
button makes known tbe hour and 
the hand gives tbe minute by its posi­ 
tion.

Meaning of the Mother Lode 


A corrrespondent asked the editor 
of the American Mining Review lor 
some 
information 
regarding 
the 
mother lode, its significance of value 
and whether or not the best mines 
are always ou the Mother Lode. 
He 
received the 
following 
interesting 
rep ly : 
The term Mother Lode originated 
in Ualifornia with the pioneer miners 
of the early days. 
It was a name 
given to a succession of large out- 
orops of white 
quartz which were 
found occurring at intervals under 
varyiDg 
geological 
conditions 
for 
about 120 miles through the counties 
of Mariposa, Tuolumue, Calaveras, 
Amador and 
El Dorado; many of 
these outcrops were found to be gold 
bearing, but some of tbe most im­ 
portant and 
richest mines of this 
great mineral belt were not character­ 
ized by huge outcrops. 
The Keystone mine at Amador City, 
which has produced over 516,000,000, 
has only a small outcrop, and the 
Eureka mine at Sntter Creek, with a 
record of 818,000,000, merely showed 
a small outcrop of quartz—not more 
than four ot five feet wide. 
The 
Empire 
and 
Pacific at Plymouth, 
which produced about 10,000,000, aud 
were at one period the most pro­ 
ductive mines iu tbe state, are ob­ 
scure at tbe surface. 
The Kennedy and Argonaut at Jack­ 
son, which have turned out nearly 
510,000,000 in gold, have a compaia- 
tively small outcrop, eight or ten 
feet wiae. 
The Utica at Anpeis Camp 
was not characterized by bold out­ 
croppings, nor was the Princeton in 
Mariposa 
county. 
On 
the 
other 
band, there are a score or more of 
mines on the Mother Lode having 
huRe outcrops, 100 to 300 feet wide 
and standing prominently above the 
surface, that have been extensively 
developed, which have never proved 
profitable. 
The name, however, has 
become 
famous and in almost every miuiDg 
region of tbe world tbe miners usual­ 
ly fix upon some lode or vein which 
they call the “ mother lode.” The 
idea seems to be that this maiu lode 
is the parent vein of the region and 
that it is in some manner responsible 
for tbe other veins ot the vicinity. 
It 
merely 
represents 
the 
miners 
fancy, and from any standpoint the 
“ mother lode” is witbont particular 
significance, 
for as 
in California, 
good 
mines are found in isolated 
position and in no manner connected 
or 
identified 
with 
the 
principal 
mineral lode or belt of tbe country.

Reports from sohooi trustees and 
superintendents in all parts of Cali­ 
fornia indicate a serious shortage in 
school teachers, although salaries are 
good aud liviDg conditions attractive. 
The five normal schools of the state 
have placed all their graduates and 
are entirely unable to meet tbe de­ 
mand. 
This shortage in the teaching 
force of tbe state, outside tbe cities 
and towns, has been giowing for the 
past three or four years. 
Not only are teaohers scarce for tbe 
country schools, but the figures, as 
noted by tbe Calilornma promotion 
committee, wonld seem to show au 
impending shoitage in the supply of 
city pedagogues as well. 
Iu years 
heretofore tbe number of applicants 
for the civil service examination lor 
teaohers in San Francisoo, has run 
trom two Unudred and fifty to thieo 
hundred. 
This 
summer, 
however, 
there were only about ninety in spite 
of tbe fact that no examinations were 
held a year ago, which circumstance 
naturally should have increased the 
number of applicants This year. 
Teachers’ salaries have been very 
largely 
increased 
throughout 
the 
state, but ¡.notwithstanding this fact 
the number of teachers seems to be 
dwiudliDg. 
The minimum salaries 
in San Francisco, Oakland, Stockton 
and Los Angeles have been increased 
in sums ranging from five to fiiteeD 
dollars'a month. In the rural schools 
a very general advance has been made 
from 
salaries of sixty to seventy 
dollars a month to fiom seventy to 
eighty-five. 
The rural 
teacher 
in California 
finds more attractions aod fewer draw­ 
backs about her wotk than character­ 
ize similar employment iu tbe East. 
The charming climate, the opulence 
of surrounding nature, and tbe free­ 
dom of Western life, all combine to 
lend attractiveness to tbe work.

at Java in 
charge of an expedition sent oat to 
find tbe “ missing lin k ” between man 
and ape. 
Ih e expedition is being 
financed jointly by the Royal Prus­ 
sian Academy of Science and tbe 
Dutch Government, 
and Dr. Mos­ 
kowski, who is a zoologist. 
He is 
accompanied by geologists, engineers 
and au escort of troops provided by 
tbe *Dotch 
authorities. 
Java was 
chosen as the destination of this expe­ 
dition 
because 
a Dutch scientist, 
Frof. Dubois, 
said 
he found the 
“ missing link” theie some twenty 
years ago. 
In the 
oourse of bis 
excavations iu Java Dubois unearthed 
tbe remaius of a savage being wbicb 
could have been neither man nor ape 
but sometbiug 
between 
tbe two. 
These remains showed a sti iking re­

Then the editor of the Ledger pro­ 
ceeds with a lot of bogwasb comment 
that is neither relevant nor to the 
point, aimed at the supervisors in 
general and The Dispatch in parti­ 
cular. The Dispatch cares nothing 
for the hogwasb and does not deem 
it worthy nf an answer. 
The only 
reason we notice the article at all 
is to refute the statement, and to 
“ expose” another of Webb's lies. 
The statement that The Dispatch put 
in a bill for “expiess 81.00” is ab­ 
solutely false and without foundation, 
and we hereby oballeuge Mr. Webb to 
produce any proof for bis assertion. 
On the other band The Dispatch can 
produce most enbstantial evidence 
that Webb’s statement is nntrne. 
that evidence is nothing more noi 
less than the bill itself, which is on 
Hie with county treasurer Gritton, 
and we defy Richard Webb or any of 
his jumpered satellites to tind any 
item on that bill wbicb reads “ ex­ 
press, 81.00,” and to which alleged 
item the hogwash comment referred. 
1'bis is not the first time the Ledger 
bas misrepresented tacts in order to 
find an excuse to throw a few 
bouquets. 
For the past thirty-two 
years be has been “ In the same old 
business. ’’—Dispatch. 
When the Ledger undertakes to ex­ 
pose official shortcomings, or graft iu 
public matters, the editor is generally 
pretty certain of bis ground. We do 
not go into it bliudly, but invariably 
take our stand on the records. 
l'be 
case above cited was no exception to 
the rule. 
We took our item from 
“ the bill itself, which is on Ule” iu 
the treasurer’s office. We may possi­ 
bly be mistaken once in a while. 
But in faoe of tbe “ blnff” article 
defying us to produce proof of our 
assertion, we this week looked up the 
bill agaiD, intending, if we found we 
had inadveitently fallen into an 
error, to mase the correction, and 
take back the charge. 
Atfer examin­ 
ing the bill, however, we mast stay 
with our original statemeut, as being 
tbe only intelligible reading of the 
item. The line reads thus: 
July 28 — 500 envelopes Mo 6*6 82.50 
express 81 
-

88.50 
The word which we construe as 
“express” is indistinctly written; it 
might be intended for “ expense” or 
expenses. 
The x is written as a “ p 
but that would be meaningless. 
We 
asked another to interpret, and be 
was unable to teli wbat it stood for. 
And we defy tbose who allowed it to 
make out anything else than express 
or expense. And in either case tbe 
outcome is the same. It is an extra 
charge, written as sncb, in connection 
with the furnishing of 500 envelopes, 
and therefore tails within the soope 
of a grafting business. 
Tbe schedule 
price is 82.50 for 500 envelopes. That 
is all we have charged, all we have 
been allowed, and why the super­ 
visors should permit the Dispatch to 
charge 40 per cent more and do it 
month after month, is beyond our 
comprehension. An established rate 
is supposed to apply to all who furn­ 
ish supplies to the county officers 
ft behoves tbe supervisors to see that 
no overcharge is made. That is what 
they were elected for. 
But this 
setting aside of tbe schedule adopted 
10 years ago, and refusal to adopt 
another, if it bas become obsolete, 
thereby allowing one shop to ring in 
extra, while another adheres strictly 
to the old-time worn-out schedule, is 
a shame and a disgiace. 
Tbe Ledger 
does not propose to intentionally 
misrepresent anything. 
It has given 
the facts as far as we conld gather 
them from the bill. 
The Dispatch 
failed to inform its readers what this 
extra 81 for 500 envelopes was for, 
and we now call upon our ootempor- 
ary to enlighten the public on that 
score. Let us know what he meant 
by tbe word we have interpreted 
as “ express” and cannot upon re­ 
examination interpret in any other 
way. 
In tbe bill of onr cotemporary 
allowed by the supervisors at their 
meeting last week, tbe same gouging 
tactics are pursued. 
The wording is 
changed but tbe result reached is pre­ 
cisely the same, in this bill we find 
two items reading as follows: 
500 6% envelopes 82.50, stock 81 S3.5U 
Ibe word “ stock” is substituted 
for “ express’ or “ expenses,” but the 
graft of 40 per cent on the shedule 
price is retained in each item. It 
would certainly be a wonderful ac 
compliebment for a printer to furnish 
envelopes or any other printed matter 
without stock. The order for print­ 
ing necessarily includes the stock 
If a merchant orders 500 envelopes, 
and was charged 82.50 for printing 
aDd 81 for stock, he would be apt to 
open bis eyes In wonderment at such 
an unprecedented proceeding. 
But 
with the county managers, this thing 
is played moDth after month by the 
Dispatch, and still there is nothing 
doing to correct the evil. 
At the 
same time tbe Ledger pats in its 
prioe]according to schedule, and with 
the discrepancy staring the super­ 
visors in tbe face, tbe unjust and 
absurd discrimination continues as if 
it were a thing of righteousness upon 
the taxpayers.

A Tax Question. 
Our cotemporary Is evidentally 
laboring under a delusion when it 
states that tbe tax levy of 82 dollars 
on tbe 8100 is a reduction of ten cents 
on the rate last year. The state and 
county rate is just tbe same. 
Our 
neighbor bas probably been misled 
by the 10 cent levy in Jackson school 
district for the bond redemption fund 
last year. 
Tbis liability was then 
wiped out, so it does not figure in 
this year’s tax levy. To the property 
holders of Jackson sabool district tbe 
tax rate is ten cents less, but for 
general purposes the tax rate is the 
same with a material increase in tbe 
assessment roil, meaning a serious 
increase iu tbe amount demanded for 
the support of the government. 
Another statemeut open to objec­ 
tion is tbat within the incorporated 
limits of Jackson tbe late will lie 
81.67. 
This assertion exempts the 
city dwellers from the 33 cents load 
tax, but assumes tbat they are liable 
with the outsiuers for the 19)6 cents 
levied for bridge fund. 
The reason 
tbat would exempt us from the road 
tax applies with equal force to the 
bridge tax. 
The oity has its own 
streets to take care of. It takes that 
butdeu from the county road fund 
It also has to take care of the bridges 
within its bonudaries. 
Why, then 
should city property holders be called 
upou to share tbe expense ot outside 
bridges. 
Jackson cannot call upon 
the county for help in maintaining 
roads or bridges. 
If Jacksonites are to be mulcted in 
19)6 cents for bridges in addition to 
the city and county taxes, the 
total 
taxation 
within 
the 
city 
will 
amount to tbe formidable 
Agates of 82.37; or 37 cents for the 
doubttul benefits of incorporation. 
But we are confident that tbe bridge 
tax must also be exoluded as well as 
tbe road tax, which will make the 
total taxes 17)6 cents more inside 
thau outside tbe oity. 
The levy of a special tax for bridge 
fund is something unusual. We do 
not know of another instance in 
which this has been done in Amador 
county for many years. 
We do not 
find that it bas been done in other 
counties, so far as our exchanges 
show. We do not know under what 
particular law this has been done. 
Bridges are part of tbe highway. Tbe 
tax for road purposes inoludes tbe 
maintenance of bridges. Tbe super 
visors have usually set apart a por­ 
tion of the general ruad fund for a 
bridge fund. But tbis year they have 
adopted tbe novel system of levying a 
special tax for bridges, as it is esti 
mated that 815,000 will be required 
tor these structures this year. 
A serious question arises here. The 
maximum tax for road fund is 40 
cents. 
In addition they may levy a 
special tax not to exceed 20 cents for 
main roads. Now 19)6 cents added to 
33 cents for regular toaa fund makes 
52)6—whiob is 12)6 cents beyond the 
limit.

The strike ot tbe street carmen in 
San Francisco bas developed a unique 
situation. 
For months the strikers 
endeavored by every method known 
to them to reduce the patronage of 
the cars. 
They ¿run buses to take 
away business, they bad pickets out 
to intimidate persons from riding on 
the cars, and winked at or incited 
acts of violence to non-union carmen 
and patrons. Now things are entire­ 
ly different. 
Tbev want to force a 
settlement of tbe strike in their favor 
by loading tbe cars to tbeir limit, in 
the hope that tbe United Kailioads 
will be compelled to take back the 
old experienced bands, who alone 
they imagine can bacdie tbe business 
successfully. The spectacle of a body 
of striking workmen trying to get 
reinstated by overloading their ex­ 
employers with business is certainly 
novel. 
While tbe press is recognized as the 
most potent of all agencies is preserv­ 
ing the rights ot tbe people iu a re­ 
publican form of government, it is a 
startling fact tbat during the last six 
or seven years tbe newspaper deaths 
have exceeded the births by 2629. 
That is,there are that mauy less peri­ 
odicals or journals published now than 
there were in 19U1. This newspaper 
mortality is attributed largely >o 
tbe denial by the post office depart­ 
ment ot the aeuond-class rate to pub­ 
lishers who iu the opinion of the 
authorities violate tbe postal laws and 
thereby render themselves ineligible 
to second-class rates. 
The second- 
class rate is one cent per pound. The 
next or third class rate is ten cents pet 
pound. The difference is so great tbat 
to change a publication from second 
to third class list means practically 
the destruction of the business. The 
extra cost in postage is sufficient to 
change a profitable journal to a losing 
venture, aDd to save bimseif the 
publisher is compelled to quit. (Ju 
the other band, the postal department 
has been grossly imposed upon by 
some publishers iu tbe matter ot sec­

FATAL ACCIDENT 


AT THE 
ARGONAUT. 


Cable Bieaks and George Troyan 
Falls to His Death 


A lamentable accident, causing the 
instant death ot George Troyan, one 
of the shift bosses, 
occurred at the 
Argonaut mine on Sunday afternoon. 
It illustrates 
that 
notwithstanding 
the utmost precautions, accidents are 
liable to oocnr in a manner least ex­ 
pected. 
George Troyan, the foreman 
of the day shift, was at the lowest 
level in the mine, ‘2600 feet, at about 
two o ’clock in the afternoon. 
There 
is a donkey engine in the shaft at the 
2400 toot 
level, 
which 
is used in 
hoisting or lowering below that level. 
The cable is wire, 
Uve-eigbts of an 
inch thick. 
It had 
been in 
use 
but seven 
months, aud the life of a cable of 
that size is from two to three years. 
No one had ever complained 
about 
its beiug unsafe, and ^the men 
rode 
up and down on it without the least 
apprehension of danger. 
It was e x ­ 
amined 
regularly, 
and 
every pre­ 
caution was takeu to keep it in good 
working shape. 
it was the business 
of Troyan as muah as anybody’s to 
acquaint himself with the condition 
of the oable, as he had charge of the 
cable and everything in the mine, 
if 
any employe had considered the cable 
unsafe it was his duty to report to 
either the superintendent or one of 
the shift bosses. 
There were other 
ways of ascending 
and descending 
between the 
2400 and lower levels 
besides the 
skip. 
There was 
the 
ladders, and also the stopes. 
The 
fact that the skip was preferred by 
the men shows conclusively that the 
employes considered everything about 
the cable in flrst-class order, and per­ 
fectly safe. 
After the accident re­ 
ports were current on the street that 
the cable had been condemned as un­ 
safe; that the oompany had neglected 
to change it after being requested so 
to do. 
According to the sworn testi­ 
mony at the inquest, there was not 
the shadow of truth in these reports. 
The accident, 
so far 
as known, 
happened 
in 
this 
way, 
Chas. F. 
Kohler the engineer on duty at the 
2400 level at the time, says the skip 
bad been traveling up and down all 
the afternoon. 
He got the sigual 
from the 2600 to hoist. 
He knew 
from the method of ringing who was 
ignaling, that it was George Troyan. 
Some one stopped at the 2500 level, 
and he then got 3-2 bells to lower to 
the 2600 level. 
He stopped there four 
minutes, 
and 
then 
got 3-1 bells, 
which meant “ hoist—man o n .” Knew 
it was Troyan 
that was giving the 
signal. 
He put 
on the air, aud 
immediately felt a jerk, and at the 
same time the bell rang again. 
He 
knew that something had gone wrong, 
and expressed his fears to A. Davalle, 
who was standing by him. 
The cable 
had parted, and someone was aboard 
at the time. 
They hastily descended 
the ladder 
to the 2600 level, aud 
found no one there. 
Went below into 
the sump, and fo in d Troyan’s cap 
resting on the timbers two sets below 
the station. 
The only inference was 
that the victim with the skip had 
gone into the sump, containing fifteen 
feet of water. 
Grappling iruns were 
sent down as soon as possible, and at 
the first effort the body ot the un­ 
fortunate victim was brought to the 
surface, aud taken to the top of the 
shaft. 
An examination revealed no dis- 
Uguring marks upon the body, except 
a superficial abrasion of the skin over 
the forehead, believed to have been 
caused 
by the 
rope. 
It was not 
suffiicent to cause 
unconsciousness. 
The opinion is that he was drowned 
■in the waters of the sump. 
The cable 
parted about 70 feet above the skip. 
It did not break while being hoisted, 
but before it started upward. 
As 
soon as the cable tightened the jerk 
indicated that it had snapped. 
D e­ 
ceased with the skip fell 70 feet on 
the incline. 
It is supposed that the 
skip never left the track. 
The body was removed to the home 
at Newmanville. 
Coroner Potter was 
notified 
and held 
an inquest the 
following afternoon, before the fol­ 
lowing named jurors: A. Ginocohio, 
Geo. Mann, L. J. Glavinovich, W. B. 
Spear, H. Prout, H. C. Garbarini, N. 
Mareiia, 
Wm, 
Penry jr., 
C. 
B. 
Arditto, and Oscar C. Myers. 
The 
witnesses examined were W. J. Nettle, 
superintendent, A. Davalle, 
miner, 
C. Bess, timberman, C. F. Kohler, 
engineer and 
Bugene Bonti, shift 
boss. 
The testimony developed the 
facts as above stated. 
It was shown 
that four men had ridden on that 
skip at one time on the morning of 
the acoident; that C. Boss had ridden 
on it only ten minutes before the 
accident; that no one apprehended 
the least danger; that the cable was 
500 feet in length, only one half ot 
which was used, that by changing the 
cable which the deceased had spoken 
of shortly before his death he meant — 
uot putting 
on a 
new cable, 
but 
simply changing ends of the one then 
in use, as the end wound round the 
reel had never been used, and was as 
good as new. 
There was no need of 
Ihe men going on this skip, as the 
main skip in the other compartment 
was available, but they seemed to use 
the smaller one as more convenient. 
Deceased remarked to the engineer 
on the morning of the accident that 
he intended to change the cable short­ 
ly, but that it would answer for a 
while yet. He did not mean that it 
was worn to any dangerous extent. 
The jury returned a verdict that 
deceased came to his death by the 
accidental breaking of the cable, and 
that no blame could be attached to 
the company for the fatality. 
It was one ot 
those unfortunate 
atlairs that no human foresight could 
guard against. 
Bverything had been 
done by the engineer to keep the 
cable properly 
greased, which was 
essential to its 
preservation. 
The 
wet, damp conditions existing at that 
depth 
in the shaft 
made it more 
difficult to keep the cable protected, 
but everything was done to that end. 
The lamentable aocident spread a 


feeilug ot depression and gloom over, 
all the employes. 
The victim had 
been a trusted employe of the com­ 
pany for many years. 
He leaves a 
wife and 
five 
children—four girls 
and one son. 
The oldest—a daugh­ 
ter—is about nineteen years of ago, 
and the youngest seven. 
Deceased has been 
connected with 
the Argonaut ever since it was started 
by the present company, holding a 
position 
of 
responsibility all 
the 
time. 
He was liked by all the em ­ 
ployes, on acoount of his affable ways 
and consicteration for the workmen. 
The funerul took place Wednesday 
morning at ten o ’clock. 
All the em ­ 
ployes of the mine were laid off on 
that day to attend the last sad rites, 
out of respect to the momorv of the 
dead. 
The floral pieces were beauti­ 
ful and many. 
The National Crotian 
Society, of which the deceased was a 
member, took charge of Ihe funeral 
arrangements. 
Services were held in 
St. 
Patricks churoh, conducted by 
Bev. Father Gleeson, and the inter­ 
ment was in the Catholic cemetery. 
The Austrian society attended 
in a 
body, in regalia, also the miners, aud 
a large procession of private citizens 
followed the remains to the grave. 
He leaves his family well-provided 
for financially. 
His life was insured 
in the New 
Bugland company for 
52000. 
From the Austrian society 
they 
will 
receive benefits to the 
amount of about 5800. 
During the 
many years of his employment, he 
bad accumulated a fair competence.

new varieties.

The m arks iu chalk will run from the 
edge, five intervals apart, down to the 
center of the bowl at the bottom. 
Iu 
one of the divisions of the bowl thus 
m arked there may be » little further 
m arking In the shape perhaps of a 
diamond. 
This indicates the pattern 
into which the bowl is to be cut, aud 
it will be repeated iu each of the five 
divisions. 
All the intricacies of the 
design the w orkm an has iu his head, 
and they develop on the glass in a way 
which seems to the looker on absolute­ 
ly marvelous.—New York Times. 


They Came Within Fifty Year* After 
the Invention of Printing. 
It w as w ithin half a century from 
the invention of printing th at book 
plates were introduced as Identifying 
m arks to indicate the ow nership of the 
volume. 
Germ any, the fatherland of printing 
from movable type and of wood cut*, 
ting for m aking im pressions in ink ou 
paper, is likewise the home land of 
the book plate. 
The earliest dated w oodcut of ac­ 
cepted authenticity is the well known 
“St. C hristopher of 1423,” w hich w as 
discovered ia the C arthusian monas­ 
tery of Buxheim , in Suabia. 
It w as to insure the right of owner­ 
ship iu a book th a t the ow ner had it 
m arked w ith the coat of arm s of the 
fam ily or some other heraldic device. 
Libraries w ere kept intact and passed 
from generation to generation, bearing 
the emblem of the family. 
The first book plate In France Is d at­ 
ed 1574: iu Sweden, 1575; Switzerland, 
1607, and Italy, 1623. The earliest E ng­ 
lish hook plate is found In a folio vol­ 
ume ouce the property of C ardinal Wol- 
sey and afterw ard belonging to his 
royal m aster. 
The earliest mention of the book 
plate in English literature is by Pepys, 
July 16, 16S8. The first know n book 
plate iu America belonged to Governor 
Dudley. Paul Revere, the patriot, w as 
one of the first A m erican engravers of 
book plates and a designer of great 
ability.—Journal of A m erican H istory. 


THE FLYING FOX. 


Curious Inhabitant of the Forests In 
Eastern Australia. 
The flying fox Is a very curious In­ 
habitant of the forest near Moreton 
bay, in east A ustralia. 
I t lives In 
flocks and moves generally tow ard th e 
dusk of the evening, aud th e noise pro­ 
duced by the heavy flapping of th e so 
called w ings is very singular. 
The 
flocks like quiet places, w here there 
are large nraucarian pine trees, w ith 
an underwood of scrub and creepers. 
The foxes hang in vast num bers from 
horizontal branches of the pine trees. 
W hen there is a clear space among 
the trees an enorm ous num ber of the 
anim als may be seen, and their noise 
can be heard, for directly they see any­ 
thing unusual they u tter a short bark, 
som ething like the sound m ade by 
young rooks. 
O ften every branch is 
crowded, and th e young foxes are seen 
either flapping th eir wiugs and holding 
ou w ith their hind feet and w ith their 
heads dow nw ard or snarling and fight­ 
ing for places. 
Suddenly the w hole take to flight and 
flap their furry, w iuglike sides and 
wheel around like heavy birds. 
Many 
fly w ith their young holding on to 
them. 
The creature Is not a true fox, and 
there is a fold of skin w hich reaches 
from the fore to th e hind legs. This is 
called the wing, and it enables the 
pteropus, as th e anim al is called, to 
float and tu rn in the air.

Spot on Earth. 
Which Is the loneliest, most desolate 
and most inaccessible Island on the 
face of the globe? Many people would 
doubtless plump for one of the Crozets, 
In the south Atlantic ocean. 
And yet 
Hog island, the westernmost of the 
group, is by no means an undesirable 
place of residence, abounding as It 
does in hares and rabbits, penguins, 
albatrosses and sea elephants. 
Herd island, in the same seas, la 
far more Isolated as well as more bar­ 
ren, but it possesses, as does Hog, a 
shelter hut for castaways, and It Is 
visited by whalers occasionally. 
So, 
too, is South Georgia, but It has no 
shelter hut, and as It Is right out of 
the track of shipping any one unlucky 
enough to be cast away thereon would 
stand a very poor chance of ever get­ 
ting off alive. 
Bouvet island, in the same seas, is 
visited even more rarely, and on the 
last occasion when a ship touched 
there five corpses were found frozen 
on the beach, grim mementos of some 
unrecorded tragedy of the sea. 
Pos­ 
session island, in Its turn. Is still 
lonelier and more Inhospitable than 
Bouvet. 
But probably the palm In this direc­ 
tion must be ascribed to Dougherty 
Island, on which, so far as is known, 
no landing has ever been effected. 
It 
has only been sighted tw ice In a cen­ 
tury and Is officially described In the 
admiralty sailing directions as “the 
most remote and Isolated spot on 
earth.”—Pearson’s Weekly.
